Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1963, 
largely  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Pinniger,  who  was  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  until  the  end  of  September  of  that  year. 

The  Report  is  complied  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations,  1959,  and  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/64- 
of  13th  January,  1964-,  which  define  the  scope  of  the  Annual 
Report  and  allow  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  comment  on 
any  matter  which  he  considers  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the 
public  health  of  the  Borough. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  Causes  of  Death  have  been 
broken  down  by  the  Registrar-General  into  separate  age  groups, 
for  greater  interest,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  a table  is  added 
of  the  vaccinations  and  inoculations  carried -out  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  from  figures  kindly  supplied  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Health  of  the  Borough  gives  reasonable  cause  for 
satisfaction,  with  a rising  birth  rate,  low  stillbirth  and 
Illegitimate  Birth  rates,  and  no  maternal  mortality;  however,  the 
general  death  rate  is  slightly  higher  than  the  national  average. 

On  the  environmental  side,  progress  continues  to  be  made  with 
housing  and  other  matters,  thanks  to  the  sterling  work  of  the 
Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  , but  there  continues  to  be 
cause  for  concern  over  the  sewage  effluent  samples. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  pay  tribute  to 
the  services  of  Dr.  Pinniger  over  many  years  to  the  Borough,  by 
whom  he  will  long  be  remembered. 

In  conclusion,  may  I acknowledge  the  help  and  encouragement 
received  from  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  from 
colleagues  in  the  town.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1963. 


(Although  as  a general  rule  the  figures  are  too  small  for 
much  significance  to  be  attached  to  them,  nevertheless 
certain  broad  statements  can  be  made). 

Population 

The  Registrar-General  estimated  an  increase  of  100  over 
the  mid-year  population  for  1962. 

Births . 

Live  Births  totalled  some  27  more  than  in  the  previous  year, 
with  a corresponding  rise  in  the  Recorded  Birth  Rate  to  a 
figure  noticeably  higher  than  that  of  the  County  or  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole.  When  this  is  adjusted  by  the  Area  Births 
Comparability  Factor,  which  makes  allowance  for  the  age 
structure  of  the  Borough,  an  even  better  figure  is  obtained. 

The  pereentage  of  Illegitimate  Live  Births  fell  below  that 
of  1962  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  was  Almost  half  the  County 
and  National  Rates. 

Deaths . 

These  totalled  19  more  than  in  1962,  which  is  not  surprising 
in  view  of  the  severe  weather  conditions  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year.  The  Recorded  Death  Rate  has,  however,  risen 
consistently  over  the  past  three  years  and  even  when  adjusted 
by  the  Area  Deaths  Comparability  Factor  gives  a Death  Rate 
slightly  higher  than  that  of  Somerset  or  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality 

With  an  increase  of  1 infant  death  over  the  previous  year 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  but  the 
Neo-natal,  Early  Neo-natal  and  Perinatal  Mortality  Rates  showed 
a considerable  reduction  over  the  corresponding  rates  for  1962. 

Maternal  Mortality 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  women  died  in  the  Borough 
as  a result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

Causes  of  Death 

Cardio-vascular  diseases  constiuted  the  largest  killer  group 
of  diseases  in  the  Borough,  with  52  deaths.  Of  these,  Coronary 
and  Other  Heart  Diseases  accounted  for  3*+  deaths  followed  by 
Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System,  with  11. 

Cancer  took  second  place  after  the  above,  with  12  deaths.  Of 
these,  Lymphatic  and  Other  Malignant  Neoplasms  accounted  for 
6 deaths,  followed  by  Stomach  Cancer  with  b and  Breast  Cancer 
with  2 deaths. 

Respiratory  Diseases  took  thjfld  place  in  the  causation  of  deaths 
and  it  is  noticeable  that  there  we  re  2 deaths  from  Influenza. 
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Notifiable  Diseases. 


Apart  from  a sizeable  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  and  three  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
there  is  nothing  of  importance  to  report  on  here.

Since  the  War, up  to  the  end  of  1963  a total  of  3 75  new 
dwellings  have  been  completed  by  the  Local  Authority, 

291  by  Private  Enterprise  and  57  units  of  accommodation 

have  been  provided  by  conversion,  adaptation,  or  reconstruction, 

making  provision  for  723  families  in  all. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1963  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  16 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1957*  in  respect  of  12  0 houses,  and  in 
all  cases  the  Owners  gave  written  undertakings  in  accordance 
with  the  Act  not  to  ralet  them  for  human  habitation  when  they 
became  vacant.  At  the  end  of  the  year  2 of  these  dwellings 
remained  occupied.  Five  dwellings  have  been  reconstructed 
and  brought  back  into  use  as  dwellings.  Seventy-five  Houses 
have  been  demolished,  and  three  houses  have  been  purchased 
by  Agreement,  and  closed,  in  connection  with  the  Redevelopment 
of  Hill  Head  Area.
